This Is Who I Am. 

New online video 
series hopes to show 
that at EPS, there are 
‘dozens of careers 
within the career’ 


Edmonton police are hoping 
a new web video series will 
help convince more men and 
women to join its ranks. 

Titled This Is Who I Am, 
the series profiles officers 
from across the force, aiming 
to focus on some of the less 
common positions officers 
serve in. 

Acting Deputy Chief Tony 
Harder said it showcases the 
concept that policing isn’t 
just about patrol officers or 


the SWAT team, the jobs that 
many people would be famil¬ 
iar with. 

“This clarifies for a lot of 
people the fact that there are 
dozens and dozens and doz¬ 
ens of careers within the ca¬ 
reer,” he said. 

Harder said the idea start¬ 
ed as an internal project, 
aimed at exposing officers to 
other positions in the service. 
But after a good reception in¬ 
ternally and with the service 
aiming to recruit upward of 
180 officers a year, they saw 
broader potential in it. 

“We thought it was a good 
potential for us to even pos¬ 
sibly affect our recruiting 
drive,” he said. 

Det. Mike Elliott, who is 
the focus of the first video to 
be released publicly, said he 
hopes it will help boost re¬ 
cruiting numbers, because in 
Alberta’s hot economy, poli¬ 
cing can be a tough sell. 


“It’s easier to go some¬ 
where else and make more 
money with less responsibil¬ 
ity,” he said. 

While he has since left the 
position, Elliott was profiled 
when he was a community 
liaison constable (CLC). Even 
within the service there, he 
said there wasn’t a lot of 
awareness about the position. 

“The joke was that you 
go around kissing babies and 
shaking hands and you don’t 
do any work,” he said. 

Elliott said the job involved 
a lot of working with com¬ 
munity groups and schools 
during the day, but in the 
evening it also involved look¬ 
ing for targeted crimes. 

He said that kind of job 
might appeal to many people, 
if they were aware it existed. 

“I am 99 per cent sure that 
when someone thinks of poli¬ 
cing as a career, CLC doesn’t 
enter the equation,” he said.

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Streetlight overhaul 


Not all new 
neighbourhoods 
getting LED option 
immediately 

While the city moves 
ahead with plans to replace 
all of Edmonton’s street¬ 
lights, some new neigh¬ 
bourhoods are getting the 
same old lights. 

According to a report 
presented to council earlier 
this year, about 17 per cent 
of the city’s 100,000 street¬ 
lights have been converted 
to LED fixtures with a goal 
of replacing all of the lights 
before 2020. 

But many new construc¬ 
tion projects are getting 
the same high-pressure 
sodium lights they received 
in the past, because until 
recently that was the city’s 
standard. 

“Eveiything from 2014 
going forward will have the 
new standard,” said Jodi 
Hancock, the city’s director 
of streetlights and signals. 

Hancock said some new 
developments might be 
getting the old lights be¬ 
cause they were approved 
prior to the new standards. 

“There might be some¬ 
thing under construction 
that was approved two or 
three years ago,” he said, 
adding the lights will even¬ 
tually be replaced with the 
new LED versions, but after 
development agreements 
are in place the city can’t 
do anything. 

Council will debate 
spending $4.25 million 
to upgrade more lights in 
this year’s capital budget. 
Hancock said the new 
lights are more expensive 
upfront, but the city can 
recoup the money later on. 

“The city realizes the 
savings in the power con¬ 
sumption and the reduced 
maintenance.”

Taking a musical 
trip to Ford Nation

After a successful stint with Ed¬ 
monton’s Mayfield Dinner the¬ 
atre, Sheldon Bergstrom will 
give new meaning to the idea 
of political theatre this fall, as 
he takes on the role of Toronto 
Mayor Rob Ford. 


Bergstrom, who grew up in 
Saskatchewan, is taking on the 
lead role in Rob Ford the Music¬ 
al: Birth of a Ford Nation, which 
is set to open in mid-September 
in Toronto. 

At the time auditions to play 
Toronto’s troublesome mayor 
opened up, Bergstrom was fin¬ 
ishing a run in the Mayfield 
Dinner Theatre’s production of 
Hairspray. He said his commit¬ 
ment to Mayfield almost pre¬ 
vented him from auditioning. 

“It happened to be the last 
week of our run and I wasn’t 
going to be able to audition,” 
he said. 

Luckily, Bergstrom was able 
to convince the producers of 
the show to let him audition a 
little late and he won the part. 


He said he has wanted to 
play Ford since the mayor first 
started making national news. 

“I have been fascinated by 
the guy for a long time,” he 
said. 

Bergstrom said he believes 
Ford’s fall from grace is the 
most compelling part of his 
stoiy. 

“When he first kind of rose 
to power it was all good,” he 
said. 

“Eveiyone was really root¬ 
ing for him; eveiyone wanted 
him to succeed.” 

Brett McCaig, who wrote 
the new musical, said the stoiy 
sees Ford paired with a spirit 
guide after his now infamous 
collision with a cameraman. 

“She takes him through a 


year in the life of the craziness, 
so what he could have done, 
should have done type thing,” 
he said. 

McCaig said Bergstrom is a 
talented singer, actor and dan¬ 
cer and was veiy much on their 
radar when they started look¬ 
ing to cast Ford, despite the late 
audition. 

“We’re calling him our 
quadruple threat, because he 
looks like Rob Ford as well,” he 
said. 

McCaig said writing the 
musical has been challenging, 
but he believes they are cov¬ 
ered even if there are more stor¬ 
ies to come. 

“We’ve left room for any¬ 
thing that may or may not hap¬ 
pen in the next month or two.”

Faced with mounting per¬ 
sonal debt, Geoffrey Westloclc 
came up with a drastic solu¬ 
tion. 

He decided to go NFA — 
no fixed address. 

The 44-year-old has been 
living in an RV trailer in 
Calgary since May, in a de¬ 
liberate effort to pay down 
$15,000 in debt he amassed 
as a film-school student. 

Westloclc now parks his 
truck and trailer in big-box 
store lots around the city, 
and calls himself an “urban 
nomad.” 

It’s more economical 
than renting a room, or 
leasing a townhouse, he 
said, as his fixed expenses 
amount only to a phone 
bill, a truck payment, and 
$122 every two weeks for 
the trailer.

amount of cash to pay down 
my debts,” Westlock said.

He 
graduated in 2010 with a BA 
in Motion Picture Studies 
and $15,000 in credit-card 
debt. 

He hatched the urban 
nomad plan as a solution to 
his debt.

Peacekeepers 
recognized on 
National Day 
of Honour 


Peacekeeping 
missions. More than 
125,000 Canadians 
have served in the past 
60 years — more than 
from any other nation 


For a Canadian soldier, the 
only thing more potentially 
dangerous than fighting on 
the front line is trying to 
keep the peace during an 
international conflict. 

No one would argue that 
being in the line of fire is 
dangerous work, but when 
your job is to prevent two 
warring factions from fight¬ 
ing, as the Canadian military 
have been doing for 25 years, 
peacekeepers often find 
themselves in the line of fire 
both from the front and the 
back. Making matters worse, 
they’re often not allowed to 
fire back. 

It’s a whole new level of 
bravery that was acknow¬ 
ledged Sunday as hundreds 
of friends and family mem¬ 
bers honoured Canadian 
peacekeepers from the last 
25 years as they marched 
from the War Memorial to 
the Peacekeeping Monument 


on Sussex Drive to mark Aug. 
9 as National Peacekeepers’ 
Day. 

“Sometimes, it’s like 
fighting with both hands 
tied behind your back,” said 
Guy Parent, the national Vet¬ 
erans Ombudsman who rep¬ 
resents more than 750,000 
Canadian veterans. 

“Because of the rules of 
engagement in Bosnia and 
Rwanda, we see a lot of Post- 
Traumatic Stress Disorder 
(PTSD) because the soldiers 
couldn’t defend civilians 
from atrocities. The oper¬ 
ational stress to peacekeep¬ 
ing can be severe. Con¬ 
sequently, there was a lot 
of guilt and psychological 
issues from those experi¬ 
ences.” 

Parent, who was a mem¬ 
ber of Canada’s peacekeep¬ 
ing forces in the Sinai desert 
between Egypt and Israel 
from 1999 to 2001, said de¬ 
spite the dangers, Canadians 
are amongst the best peace¬ 
keepers in the world. 

“Canadians are good 
peacekeepers because it’s 
in our nature,” said Parent. 
“We’re happy people who 
are willing to help others. 
No wonder we’re accepted 
around the world.”

Canada’s Prince of Pot returns 


Marc Emery, Canada’s Prince 
of Pot, is expecting to be a 
free man come Tuesday. 

The marijuana activist 
has finished serving a four- 
year jail term in the U.S. for 
selling seeds online. 

He’s been informed he’ll 
be released from a privately- 
run Louisiana detention cen¬ 
tre — where he was being 
processed for deportation 
— and then placed on the 


next flight to Detroit. From 
there, he’ll be walked across 
the border to Windsor, Ont., 
likely on Tuesday, according 
to his wife, Jodie Emery. 

“He’s been taking it day 
by day,” she said, about his 
preparations for the release. 

Marc Emery plans to 
make a statement and con¬ 
duct media interviews once 
he returns to Canada as a free 
man, before settling down 


for a picnic with family, 
friends and supporters. 

He plans to make a stop¬ 
over in Toronto to visit more 
family and make himself 
available to media before re¬ 
turning home with his wife 
to Vancouver. 

A rally is being planned 
for him at Victory Square, 
across the street from his 
famous Cannabis Culture 
headquarters and seed shop. 


Jodie Emery — who is 
seeking a nomination to 
run federally for the Liberal 
party — told Metro she is fly¬ 
ing to Windsor on Monday 
morning and will be wait¬ 
ing for Marc on Tuesday at 
the city hall plaza near the 
border. 

Marc Emeiy has indicated 
he will resume his political 
activities upon his return.

Patient declared 
negative for Ebola 

A patient who was placed 
in the isolation unit of a 
Toronto-area hospital has 
tested negative for the 
often deadly Ebola virus. 

Ontario Health Minister

Experts from around the 
world will converge Monday 
by telephone to try to chart 
a path through a minefield 
of ethical issues related to the 
expanding Ebola outbreak in 
West Africa. 

The experts — ethicists and 
representatives of the affected 
countries and other players in¬ 
volved in the outbreak — are 
meeting at the request of the 
World Health Organization to 
debate the ethics of using ex¬ 
perimental Ebola therapies in 
this epidemic. Most treatment 
options, such as the one given 
recently to two American aid 


workers, have never been test¬ 
ed in humans. 

“You have experimental 
products which have never 
even been used in humans, 
in healthy volunteers. And in 
addition, there is very, veiy 


little of it. So what do you 
do?” asked Dr. Marie-Paule 
Kieny, WHO assistant director 
of general health and innova¬ 
tion. 

“Of course it should be 
used, but for whom and how? 


I think you could make a case 
that if they are to be used, 
they should be used also in a 
condition where it is possible 
to learn as much as possible 
from their use.”

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Study. Keystone XL’s 
climate impacts could be 
far worse than estimated 


An economic analysis of the 
proposed Keystone XL pipe¬ 
line’s possible climate im¬ 
pact has concluded it could 
be up to four times more 
damaging than previously 
estimated. 

In the study published 
in the journal Nature Cli¬ 
mate Change, researchers 
at the Stockholm Environ¬ 
ment Institute write that 
widely quoted U.S. State 
Department findings, indi¬ 
cating the oilsands pipeline 
wouldn’t make a significant 
difference, missed a major 
source of greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

“It didn’t appear that 
they looked at the market 
implications,” said co-auth¬ 
or Peter Erickson. 

“If the Keystone pipeline 
were to enable a greater

Stocks. Overseas chaos 
signals more instability 
for markets here at home 


Stock markets are likely in 
for tough slogging again this 
week as traders grapple with 
uncertainty caused by escal¬ 
ating geopolitical troubles in 
Ukraine, Iraq and Gaza. 

“I think we’re dealing 
with some complex issues,” 
said Jean-Francois Dion, port¬ 
folio advisor, Wealth Man¬ 
agement, RBC Dominion Se¬ 
curities. 

The Toronto market end¬ 
ed last week more or less flat, 
down 19 points, which still 
left the TSX up 11.56 per cent 
year to date. The Dow indus¬ 
trials ended the week with 
a gain of 61 points or 0.37 


per cent amid reports Friday 
afternoon that Russia had 
ended military exercises on 
its border with Ukraine. 

Russia is the biggest con¬ 
cern for two reasons. 

There are worries that Rus¬ 
sia could actually invade its 
neighbour if it appears that 
Ukrainian rebels supported 
by Russia are in danger of col¬ 
lapsing under the onslaught 
of Ukrainian militaiy forces. 
Also casting a pall over senti¬ 
ment is the worry about 
the effect of sanctions and 
countersanctions on a fragile 
European economic recoveiy.

Did Twitter’s stock fly 
too close to the sun?

Investors are all atwitter about 
tweeting. Since Twitter Inc.’s 
December peak at $73.73 US, 
and subsequent fall from grace 
to just over $30 in May, investor 
forums — often rather sleepy 
in August — have been buzzing 
about whether the social-media 
and micro-blogging company 
is a buy, sell, hold or short-sale 
prospect. 

It was only weeks ago when 
the majority of analysts were 
bearish on the stock. But, after 
the 20 per cent surge in late 
July to close at $46.47, things 


are starting to change. First 
came the report that second- 
quarter revenue jumped 124 
per cent. Then up popped the 
news/rumours/lealcs that Twit¬ 
ter is moving into e-commerce. 

But not eveiyone is piling 
on the Twitter bandwagon. 

According to TheFlyOn- 
TheWall.com, there were four 
sell, 20 hold and 15 buy ratings 
on the stock a week ago. The 
consensus among analysts is 
hold with a price target of just 
over $50. 

That means most believe 
there is some upside to the 
stock but one shouldn’t be bet¬ 
ting the farm on it. 

Despite the e-commerce 
hints, there are still concerns 
that Twitter may continue to 


be a creature of big events such 
as World Cup soccer and un¬ 
able to sustain a steady growth 
in ad revenue in between. But 
global market research firm 
International Data Corporation 
(IDC) doubts big-event highs 
will translate into growth. 

“I would expect that at least 
two-thirds of World Cup Twit- 
terers will stop using the plat¬ 
form again over the next six 
months.” Karsten Weide, head 
of IDC’s consumer research, 
told MarketWatch.com. 

Twitter’s biggest misstep 
has been to throw down the 
gauntlet to Facebook. CEO Dick 
Costolo said he intends to build 
the largest social-media audi¬ 
ence in the world. But that’s 
just silly posturing. 


In order to grab a bigger 
share of the ad revenue all 
these companies so desperately 
need, Twitter should focus on 
what it can do uniquely. The 
more it tries to beat Facebook 
at its own game, the more in¬ 
vestors should be waiy. 
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TIME FOR CIVIC-LEVEL PARTIES? 


I think it’s time to consider having political 
parties at the civic level. 

Edmonton would not be the first city in 
Canada where that was the case. Four cities 
in B.C. have political parties, including 
Vancouver, and in Quebec there are three 
cities, including Montreal. 

The current system we have in Edmon¬ 
ton is reflective of a bygone era when cities 
were much smaller. Edmonton is now a 
large corporation with an operating budget 
of approximately $2 billion. 

My concern is that there seems to be a 
lack of transparency and accountability 
when it comes to how our city is managed. 

At the provincial level, much of what goes 
on at the civic level would create outrage 
and demands for resignations. 

For example, when the city awarded a sole-source con-

tract for $351,000 to a Vancouver-based 
consulting firm to lobby the provincial 
government on transportation issues, 
there was nary a peep from anyone on 
council. Imagine the outcry if that were 
the case at the provincial level. 

When the city used Stantec to revise the 
plans for the redevelopment of the city 
centre airport, did anyone ask if that work 
went through a competitive bidding pro¬ 
cess? 

Again, if that were the case at the prov¬ 
incial level, there would have been lots and 
lots of questions. Did any of the members 
of city council raise even the slightest con- 
cern? Not as far as I know. 

I believe that the democratic process is 
enhanced through opposition. Challenges and concerns 
are aired in public and it becomes clear who supports 


what and why. That’s not so in Edmonton. It is difficult to 
tell how your representative voted on any given issue. Be¬ 
yond the banalities of a belief in a “welcoming” and “vi¬ 
brant” city, it is difficult to tell what a municipal candi¬ 
date actually stands for. Political parties with real plat¬ 
forms might just change that. 

If you were interested in sustainability, a party op¬ 
posed to building more and more cash-sucking suburbs 
would probably get your vote. If you think the city’s pri¬ 
mary concentration should be on basic civic services such 
as infrastructure and police and fire services, a party that 
said it would concentrate on those things would likely 
draw your interest. 

Perhaps it is time we abandon voting for puffball 
promises that disappear faster than a half-hearted Sep¬ 
tember snow and start electing people who are willing to 
tell us what they are going to do and how. We need civic 
parties with measurable agendas for which they can be 
held accountable.

Woman, 78, busted with $41,000

Surgeon saves lives the low-tech way 



The Knick. Hospital 
drama set in 1900 stars 
Clive Owen as brilliant

Clive Owen may have start¬ 
ed out on television, but he 
hasn’t appeared on a series 
since 1996’s Sharman — save 
for a hilarious self-parodying 
cameo on Extras for Ricky 
Gervais. 

Still, Owen respects his 
TV roots, including his first 
breakout role on the British 
series Chancer in 1990. 

“I did a lot of television 
when I was young, and that 
was the first big series,” he 
says. “That series got me 
going, really, and sort of 
launched me, and I had a 
great time with it. 

“I did two seasons of that 
and, at that particular time in 
my life and my career, I decid¬ 
ed I wanted to do other things 
and keep things as sort of 


mixed and varied as I could. I 
went off and did other things 
— theatre, smaller films.” 

Small films like Croupier, 
Gosford Park and Children 
of Men. Certainly nothing to 
sneeze at. 

Now, almost 25 years later, 
Owen is happily talcing to the 
small screen with The Knick 


(airing Fridays at 11 p.m. ET/ 
MT on HBO Canada), playing 
Dr. John Thaclcery, lead sur¬ 
geon in New York’s Knicker¬ 
bocker Hospital in the early 
20th centuiy. 

What brought him back? 
Well, being directed by Ste¬ 
ven Soderbergh didn’t hurt. 

“Steven called me up 


when he had the first script, 
and he told me he was think¬ 
ing about a 10-part television 
series. I’ve known Steven sort 
of, you know, for a number of 
years, and I’m a huge fan of 
his,” Owen explains. “But the 
reality is, as an actor, when 
you come across a piece of 
material that sets you alight

“He’s a very complex, 
difficult character. He’s 
kind of redeemed by the 
fact that he’s brilliant 
and he’s passionate.”

Describing his role as Dr. John Thackery 

and reminds you of why you 
do what you do, that’s the be- 
all and end-all. The fact that 
it’s 20 hours of television, 
all it means to me is that I’m 
lucky enough to be involved 
in something that I’m veiy 
passionate about.” 

Owen admits he didn’t 
always feel that way, given 
the time commitment — 
and that was even before the 
10-episode series became a 
20-episode series. 

“To be honest with you, 
before I started reading the 
script, I wasn’t sure I wanted 
to commit to 10 hours of tele¬ 
vision playing the same part,” 
he says. “I was shooting some¬ 
thing else, sitting in a trailer. 
I started to read the script to 
get a taste of what it might 


be like and, 40 minutes later, 
there was no way I was not 
going to do it, because it was 
such a beautifully written 
script and such an amazingly 
original part. I was never not 
going to do it.” 

Part of that appeal is the 
role of Thaclceiy, an ambi¬ 
tious, pioneering surgeon 
with a few substance abuse 
issues bringing him down. 

“He’s not a sort of leading 
character that’s going to take 
people by the hand and lead 
them gently through a med¬ 
ical drama set in 1900,” Owen 
says. 

“He’s a very complex, dif¬ 
ficult character. He’s kind of 
redeemed by the fact that 
he’s brilliant and he’s pas¬ 
sionate. He’s about tiying to 
forward the whole world of 
medicine and tiying to save 
people’s lives and, ultimately, 
you know, providing a huge 
service to people, generally. 
But he’s a very difficult, com¬ 
plicated, functioning addict 
at the same time. 

“It’s kind of challenging, 
and I personally, as an actor, 
love the challenge of taking 
that on.”

Not everyone was initially All 
About That Bass. 

Meghan Trainor, the 
20-year-old who is having a 
pop-culture moment with the 
song about body acceptance, 
said she initially wrote the 
track and pitched it to other 
artists, but was turned away. 

“Labels were like, ‘We love 
it, but you have to reproduce 
it. You got to get it more 
synth-y, pop-y,’” said Trainor, 
who worked with producer 


Kevin Kadish on Bass. “We 
looked at each other like, 
‘Man, I thought this was a hit, 
but I guess not.’“ 

Things changed when rec¬ 
ord executive L.A. Reid heard 
the doo-wop pop song and 
told Trainor she should be the 
voice behind it. He signed the 
budding songwriter to Epic 
Records after hearing her 
sing Bass while playing the 
ukulele. 

This week, the song 


jumped 20 spots on the Bill¬ 
board Hot 100 chart to No. 8. 
The single has sold 389,719 
copies so far in five weeks, 
and the music video, which 
has 10 million views and 
climbing, has become a water 
cooler topic among young 
girls and parents. 

Bass features standout 
lines like “It’s pretty clear, I 
ain’t no size two,” “I’m bring¬ 
ing booty back” and “Yeah 
my mama, she told me don’t 


woriy about your size.” 

Trainor said she’s ecstatic 
and humbled that young girls 
have gravitated to the song. 

“I tear up and I call my 
mom like, ‘Did you see that? 
Did you read that one?’ be¬ 
cause some girls are like, ‘I’ve 
hated myself. I hated life. I 
didn’t want to go to school. I 
get bullied. And then I heard 
your song and I cried,”’ she 
said.

Literary fans 
turn their bodies 
into books 

A series of stylish tempor- 
aiy literaiy tattoos has 
taken Kiclcstarter by storm, 
resulting in what is believed 
to be the longest tattoo 
chain in the world. 

“Iitographs tattoos: 
wearable tributes to iconic 
books” is a collection of 
famous literaiy excerpts 
printed as temporaiy tat¬ 
toos with original artwork. 

The interactive cam¬ 
paign includes the entire 
text of the Lewis Carroll 
work Alice’s Adventures in 
Wonderland and Through 
the Looking Glass, broken 
down into 5,000 quotations. 

Each phrase was de¬ 
signed to be printed once, 
with pledgers uploading a 
photo of themselves wear¬ 
ing their unique phrase 
on the Litographs website 
to form the entire text.

Anne Rice 
vampire series to 
get movie reboot 

Universal has picked up 
the adaptation rights to 
The Vampire Chronicles, 
the book series by Anne 
Rice that inspired the 1994 
movie Interview with the 
Vampire.

More Moomins! Finnish creation still a global craze 


Besides saunas and Nokia cell¬ 
phones, it may veiy well be 
Finland’s most successful ex¬ 
port item ever: the Moomin 
universe, peopled by a group of 
bulky, white creatures resem¬ 
bling hippos. 

A centuiy after the birth 
of their creator, the late Tove 
Jansson, the odd charm of the 
quirky Moomin books and car¬ 
toons has won over millions in 
all age groups and dozens of 
languages from Czech to Chi¬ 
nese, Estonian to Esperanto. 

The nuclear family, made 


up of Moominpappa, Moom- 
inmamma and Moomintroll 
— and their coterie of other 
eccentric characters living close 
to nature — offer a strangely 
attractive and sometimes eerie 
alternative reality that draws 
people in, despite cultural dif¬ 
ferences. 

“The forest was heavy with 
rain and the trees were abso¬ 
lutely motionless,” wrote Jans¬ 
son in the 1971 book Moomin- 
valley in November. 

“Eveiything had withered 
and died, but right down in the 


ground the late autumn’s se¬ 
cret garden was growing with 
great vigour straight out of the 
mouldering earth, a strange 
vegetation of shiny puffed up 
plants that had nothing at all to 
do with summer.” 

Tamami Yamaguchi, a 
50-year-old sales assistant from 
Yokohama near Tokyo, is one 
of many devotees around the 
world who flock to Finland to 
feed their passion. 

“Moomin lets you escape 
the bustle of Japanese life and 
enter a world of animated char¬ 


acters who make you feel re¬ 
laxed,” she said. 

Yamaguchi makes an an¬ 
nual pilgrimage to the Nordic 
country, which has its own 
Moomin theme park. And like 
many Japanese fans, she is the 
proud owner of a variety of 
things Moomin from pyjamas 
to pillow cases to crockeiy. 

The Moomin spinoff indus¬ 
try today is estimated to be 
worth $10.5 million US, with 
Moomins on eveiything from 
stamps to huge passenger

Trying to get a divorce? Won¬ 
dering why it’s taking so long 
and costing so much? 

Family courts are back- 
logged because we’ve been 
conditioned to believe the di¬ 
vorce process has to be both 
litigious and expensive. But it 
doesn’t have to be either. 

If we applied some com¬ 
mon sense — putting the 
beginning of our next chap¬ 
ter ahead of the retaliation 
we feel for ending the last 
chapter — it could be a much 
smoother process. 

The Ontario government 
knows marriage dissolution 
is a mess. It’s looking for ways 
to encourage people to talk it 
out rationally and stay out 
of court. That’ll keep more 
money in people’s pockets. 

Darren Gingras, president 
of The Common Sense Di¬ 
vorce (with which I am af¬ 
filiated) says, “In my work 
as an independent financial 
broker, it wasn’t uncommon 
to encounter clients who had 
just come through a divorce 
process. Most of the time, 
my clients found themselves 
emotionally distraught, fi¬ 
nancially devastated and with 
their credit destroyed.” 

There’s got to be a bet¬ 
ter way. It seems the trick is 
to recognize from the get-go 
that divorce is going to suck, 
that how much you contrib¬ 
ute to the brouhaha will dic¬ 


tate how much it costs, and 
there are alternatives: media¬ 
tion and collaborative divor¬ 
ces are the smarter way to go. 

Nobody gets married 
thinking the relationship will 
end in divorce. Even as I was 
mariying my third husband 
and my lawyer was shouting 
“pre-nup, Pre-nup, PRE-NUP!” 
I thought it would be my for¬ 
ever relationship. 

When the crap does hit 
the fan, angiy partners are in¬ 
evitably given incorrect infor¬ 
mation or unrealistic expecta¬ 
tions by well-meaning friends 
and family. That’s only one of 
the dumb mistakes divorcing 
people make. If you or your 


friends have no idea of the 
options available and assume 
incorrectly that you’re in for 
a battle royale with long, 
drawn-out court appearances 
and expensive litigation, how 
will you pay for it all?

Planning a picnic but tired of 
the standard fare? Reimag¬ 
ine the classic pasta salad 
with a California Cobb twist. 
This healthy dish includes 
all the elements of a Cobb 
salad including tomatoes, 
corn, avocado, chicken and 
cheese, but with the addition 
of whole wheat pasta and 
a delicious simple Russian 
dressing.

Eveiyone wanted to cap¬ 
ture a moment from golf’s 
latest coronation. 

In his biggest test, Mcllroy 
played his best golf Sunday to 
win his second straight major 
and establish himself as golf’s 
next star. 

And what a stage. 

The final major was pure 
theatre with an all-star cast — 
Phil Miclcelson, Rickie Fowler, 
Henrik Stenson — all with a 
share of the lead on the back 
nine. The final two hours were 
filled with eagles and birdies, 


with tension and chaos. 

Mcllroy never had to sweat 
so much to win one of golf’s 
biggest events. And that’s 
what made this major so 
much sweeter. 

“It is the most satisfying,” 
Mcllroy said. “To win it in 
this fashion and this style, it 
means a lot. It means that I 
know that I can do it. I know 
that I can come from behind. I 
know that I can mix it up with 
the best players in the world 
down the stretch in a major 
and come out on top.” 

The final par — the easiest 
shot he faced all day —gave 
Mcllroy a 3-under 68 to out¬ 
last Miclcelson by a stroke and 
beat the darkness that threat¬ 
ened to spoil this show. He 
became only the fourth player 
in the last centuiy to win four 
majors at 25 or younger. The 
others were Tiger Woods, Jack 
Nicklaus and Bobby Jones, 
three of the game’s greatest 
players.

Authorities 
analyzing fatal 
Stewart crash 

The collision was as com¬ 
mon as any in racing. Kevin 
Ward Jr.’s car spun twice 
like a top, wheels hugging 
the wall, before it plopped 
backward on the dimly lit 
dirt track. 

In a sport 
steeped with 
bravado, 
what hap¬ 
pened next 
was another 
familiar, but 
treacherous, 
move: Wear¬ 
ing a black 
firesuit and helmet, the 
20-year-old Ward unbuckled 
himself, climbed out of the 
winged car into the night 
and defiantly walked onto 
the track at Canandaigua 
Motorsports Park. 

He gestured, making his 
disgust evident with the 
driver who triggered the 
wreck with a bump: three 
time NASCAR champion 
Tony Stewart. 

Ward, a relative 
unknown compared to 
NASCAR’s noted swash¬ 
buckler, was nearly hit by 
another passing car as he 
pointed with his right arm 
in Stewart’s direction. As he 
confronted Stewart in his 
passing car, disaster struck. 

Ward stood to the right 
of Stewart’s car, which 
seemed to fishtail from the 
rear and hit him. Accord¬ 
ing to video and witness 
accounts, Ward’s body was 
sucked underneath the car 
and hurtled through the air 
before landing on his back. 
Ward was killed. 

Authorities have ques¬ 
tioned Stewart, and have 
asked for any images and 
video of the crash to be 
turned over to investigators.
